Hall road Spued Last Year. 


There are many persons yet living 


who can remember the first miles of 
railroad 
constructed in the United 


States. 
They have not forgotten the 


little box cars with apartments like a 
stage coach, the utrap Iron rails,' the 
wheezy little engines that made from 
ten to fifteen miles an hour. Chauncey 
Depe-w has recently contributed an ar- 
ticle to the New York "World In which 
he reviews some ot the performances 
of the modern railroad. 


"We are the lailroad people of the 


world. 
Let us look at the facts. The 


New York Central held a record that 
stood as a taunt to the fast dyers of 
England. Four year.-), almost to a day, 
from th? date of the first run the sec- 
ond Experimental trip was made from 
New York to East Buffalo, 436% miles, 
In -107 2-3 minutes, with a train 337 feet 
long and weighing 365,000 pounds, be- 
ing 40,000 pounds heavier than the Em- 
pire State express. 
The train 
was 


about twice as long and twice as heavy 
as the- .English racing trains. The av- 
erage speed for the entire distance, In- 
cluding twenty-eight slew-downs, but 
excluding two stops of two minutes 
each for change 
of engines, 
was 


64 2'j-100 miles an hour." 


The fastest speed ever made on any 


railroad in the world was made on the 
New York Central, apparently In the 
face of a challenge from one or more 
Knglish railroad companies, although 
the latter circumstance Is not mention- 
ed by Mr. Depow. 
He maintains that 


the Cential now holds three world rec- 
ords for speed. 


First—The fastest mile ever made by 


a regular passenger train—the Empire 
State express, four heavy cars filled 
with passengers, hauled by gold medal 
engine No. 099,May 10, 1S93, between Ea- 
tavla and Buffalo, one mile In thirty- 
two seconds, equivalent to 11214 miles 
an hour. 


Second—the fastest regular long-dis- 


tance passenger train ever 
run—the 


Empire State express, which has been 
running between New York and Buf- 
falo every day except Sundays 
since 


October 26th, 
1S01—HO miles in 520 


minutes, which is, including four stops 
and twenty-eight slow-downs, fifty-one 
miles an hour. 


Third—The fastest timr- for a long 


distance ever made by a passenger 
train—special train of four cars, weight 
363,000 pounds, length 337 feet, capacity 
21S passengers—New Yoik to East Buf- 
falo, September llth, 1S93, 436V; miles 
in 407 2-3 minutes, which is 64 26-100 
miles an hour. 


These world records may be exceed- 


ed during the present year. 
Many 


believe that the time Is not distant 
when 100 miles an hour will be* the 
common speed on well-appointed roads. 
Evidently Depew believes as much, for 
he predicts- that before long drum- 
mers sitting in a train thai is going 
less than a mile a minute, will call the 
conductor and ask him why the cow- 
catcher Is not on the rear car to keep 
the cattle from hooking the passen- 
gers. 


A bill has passed both Houses of 


Congress prodding for the establish- 
ment of a National University. It will 
probably receive the signature of the 
President. 
Just what demand there 


Is for such an institution is not clear at 
this distance. 
The Baltimore Sun has 


this Information: "The piesent bill Is 
the outcome of a conference- held in 
"Washington last month by the execu- 
tive committee of the national commit- 
tee of one hundred.

Fuller pieslded at this meeting, and a

proposed university are some of the 
most distinguished m»n In the country, 
Including Hon. Andrew ~D. "White.

universities In the United States. "The 
University of the United States" is the 
title by which the proposed Institution 
Is to be known, and the project has 
the support of men who will endeavor 
to Induce Congress to respond favor- 
ably to their appeal. 


Hears a Warning Note. 


There is little doubt that the English 


raid In the Transvaal was planned at 
Cape Town. 
Rhodes, the premier of 


Cape Colony, knew 
what had been 


planned. "Whenever the English make 
an aggressive advance in South Africa 
they do It under cover of some Incor- 
porated company, which acts as a sort 
of buffer. " The Boers understand all 
such movements. The Invasion of the 
Triinsvaal with an armed force was 
traced directly home to th«* English 
government. That was the construction 
put upon the affair by the German Em- 
peror when he telegraphed congratu- 
lations to the Dutch go%'ernor of the 
Trans-vaal that he had arrested English" 
Invasion. 


A short time ago if one were to ac- 


cept current reports, all Burope appear- 
ed to be on the side of England In Its 
claim that the Monroe doctrine had 
nothing to do with the Venezuela 
boundary question. Now all Europe 
has as good as to-ken sides against 
England in Its invasion of the Trans- 
vaal. The Boers are able to fight their 


• own ba,ttlcs. But if they needed help 
they could obtain all they wanted from 
Germany. Austria and France. The 
situation has greatly changed. 
Eng- 


land has <been reaching out in all parts 
of the world for more territory. It has 
taken possession of the (best part of 
Africa. The initial step was taken to 
•wrest the Transvaal from the Boers. 
Lord Salisbury heard no other protest 
In the Venezuela case except that ot 
KUe United States. Now he hears the 
warning note of Europe to let the Dutch

There are many persons yet -living 


who can remember the first miles of 
railroad constructed in the United 
States. 
They liava not forgotten the 


little box cars with apartments like a 
stage- coach, the utiap Iron rails, the 
wheezy little engines that made from 
ten to fifteen tnllos an hour. Chauncey 
Deperw has recently contributed, an ar- 
ticle to the New York World In •which 
he reviews some of the performances 
ot the modern railroad. 


"We are the railroad people of the 


world. 
Let us look at the facts. The 


New York Central held a record that 
stood as a taunt to the Cast flyers of 
England. Four years, almost to a day, 
from th'? date of the first run the sec- 
ond .Experimental trip was made from 
New York to Kast Buffalo, 43fiVi miles, 
In '1U7 '±-'3 minutes, with a train 337 feet 
long and weighing 665,000 pounds, be- 
ing '10,000 pounds heavier than the Em- 
pire State express.
